Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter. The instant application is directed to a non-obvious improvement over the 
inventions described in the related prior art, the improvement comprising a computer- 
implemented method of managing a fluid and/or gas reservoir which assimilates diverse data 
having different acquisition time scales and spatial scales of coverage for iteratively producing a 
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reservoir development plan that is used for optimizing an overall performance of the reservoir. 
This patentable distinction is generally included in each of the various embodiments of the 
present invention, said embodiments represented by independent claims, nos. 1, 29, 31, 33, 35, 
37, 39, 40 and 42. The art of record, either individually or in combination, fails to teach, suggest, 
or render obvious the useful, concrete and tangible <method of managing a fluid and/or gas 
reservoir> having the corresponding structure which is disclosed in the specification and 
equivalents thereof at least at page 5, line 19 through page 17, line 3, and Figures 1-29. In view 
of the foregoing, the claims of the present application are found to be patentable over the prior 
art.
